NOVELTY A server (1) writes in a data file and distributes the data file to memory card (3). A portable 
terminal (2) encrypts password input by user by using time variable key. The encrypted password is 
compared with registered password. Approval for accessing data file in memory card is provided to 
portable terminal based on the result of comparison.
